is the largest estate ever probated in 
suiithern California. 


Knowing there would be an attempt 


to brpak'any will that he might make, 
Baldwin had his attorney, Bradner W. 
Lee, draw a document that would be 
sure to meet every possible legal re- 
quirement. 
This was executed sev- 


eral months ago while the old man's 
mind was still perfectly clear. 
At- 


torney Lee declined to discuss the 
contents of the will. 
He said, how- 


ever, that the document provided for 
an equitable division of all property. 
From one who"has seen the will It is 
learned that it Callows Mrs. Baldwin 
more than would be hers under a 
court division, and provides for all of 
the legal heirs. 


There is a blanket mortgage against 


the estate for about $1,500,000, held 
by (he Hlbernla Savings bank, of San 
Francisco; • This and minor Incum- 
brances arc expected to reduce the 
value of the estate to the heirs- to 
about $28,000,000. 


The body of Baldwin will lie In 


state in "The Cottage" on the Santa 
Anita ranch all day today, after being 
embalmed. 
It .will be sent to San 


Francisco on Wednesday and the fu- 
neral will .take place In that city on 
Thursday. . The final resting place 
will be iii San Francisco by the sido 
of his first wife. 


No man Identified with horse-breed- 


ing and the racing of thoroughbreds 
was more widely known throughout 
the country than 
"Lucky" Baldwin. 


Even the weight of 
bis eighty-one 


years did not suffice to diminish his 
Interest In turf matters, and ' while 
_horses bred on his ranch were winning 
races on di.stant tracks, the owner of 
the vast estate near Los Angeles lived 
the luxurious life of an old Spanish 
don, with an army of employes and re- 
tainers on his great ranch, which has 
become one of the show places of 
southern California. 


"Lucky" Baldwin was born on a 


farm six miles outside of Hamilton, 
111., and on his father's estate he ac- 
quired the taste for fast horses that 
made him a familiar figure at many 
'a track;. During his boyhood the fam- 
ily moved to Montgomery county, In- 
diana, and- thence 
to Racine, Wls., 


where Baldwin engaged in the mer- 
chandise business.' la 1853 Baldwin 
sold out and came to San Francisco. 


Won Derby Four Times. 


Almost from the first his ventures 


were attended wiih the success that 
won him the sobriquet by which, he is 
best known. 


It was at 
Saratoga, N. Y., whije 


watching tho races, that he decided 
to acquire a stable "f his own. Many 
of his earlier purchases were made in 
the ring, after he had cashed a bet on 
the animal he favored. Grimstead and 
Ruthford were two of his horses pur- 
chased in this manner. He won the 
American derby four times with The 
Emperor of Norfolk, Silver 
Cloud, 


Volante and Rey El Santa Anita. 


Exhibition of Nerve. 


Baldwin's nerve was displayed by 


a little incident connected with the 
Bank of California, in which he had 
extensively invested through his rela- 
tions with Senator Sharon. Sharon 
and the other directors proposed a 
stock 
deal, in antagonism -to the 


wishes of Baldwin. Placing two guns 
in- his clothes, he went to the bank 
and 
reached 
the 
directors' 
room 


before the others arrived. They came 
along in a few minutes, and Sharon 
was about to call the meeting to or- 
der when Baldwin stood up and plac- 
ing his back against the door, told 
Sharon that if he .-attempted to organ- 
ize' the meeting he would blow his 
brains out. He produced his gtms, 
told the 
whole party to -keep 
their 


hands in full view on top of the ta- 
ble, and then said they would have to 
wait until his attorney came with the 
papers in an injunction suit. He car- 
ried the day. Later the matter was 
fought out in the courts, and Baldwin 
again won. About this time Baldwin 
took to the turf. It Is said that he 
sank ?] 0,000.00 in his.. $60,000-acre 
Santa Anita ranch, where some fa- 
mous horses were bred. 


When Baldwin was" an old man he 


went to the Klondike. 


Spent Many- Fortunes. 


Baldwin was. remarkable for many 


things. He spent a dozen fortunes, 
but in the ordinary affairs of life he 
was mean to the point of penurious- 
ness. He had been the husband of 
four women. Many years ago. when 
Lillian Ashley sued him for $75,000 
for breach of promise, he brazenly'de- 
nied her right to bringrsuch a suit by 
claiming; that, no woman who had a 
good reputation ever associated with 
him. and-that any wbo- did so placed 
herself without the palo of respectable 
society. 


.Two women shot at him during his 


life, one the sister of Miss Ashley, 
and the other a woman who called her- 
self Verona Baldwin and passed as 
his niece. Miss Ashley's bullet clip- 
ped a. few hairs from his bead and the 
other woman landed a bullet in his 
left arm. 


A less unpleasant side of his life 


was his iron nerve in the presence of 
danger. He never hesitated to take 
the most desperate chances, and he 
believed that he had a "charmed life.

EARLY BANK IN

Dr. J. A. Williams Adds In- 


teresting Souvenir to 


His Collection. 


Tvo interesting souvenirs of early 


banking days in Fort Wayne have 
Just been purchased by Dr. J. A. Wil- 
liams .of this city, to be added to his 
collection of rare currency and coins. 
One of them Is a $3 bill of the Bank 
of Fort Wayne, bearing date of 18BG. 
'The other Is an uncut sheet of old 
scrip, also Issued In early days. They 
were secured from a dealer in West 
Virginia some time ago and Dr. Wil- 
liams prizes them highly. 


The $3 bill bears date of December 


1, 1856, but It is unsigned, and it Is 
possible that it was never in general 
circulation. 
Little is known of the 


"Bank of Fort Wayne," but 
Presi- 


dent Charles McCulloch. of the Hamil- 
ton National bank, says it is his be- 
lief that the bank was one established 
in early days on Calhoun street, north 
of Columbia, by a stranger who came 
here, but that the institution had an 
existence of only a few months. 
It 


was In the days before the national 
banking law, when banks were es- 
tablished and conducted on a less 
stable basis than now. They were 
permitted, for Instance, to purchase 
the securities of any states and issue 
circulation upon them. 
When the 


state securities went down In value 
the bank usually collapsed with them. 
The note just secured by Dr. Wil- 
liams, however, has an additional in- 
terest from the 'fact that Mr. McCul- 
loch believes the portrait of a young 
girl, whose head Is vignetted In the 
central figure on the face of the bill 
Is that of his sister, who is now Mrs. 
Louise Yale, residing at Sparkhlll, N. 
Y. The portrait was taken in Cincin- 
nati one one occasion when Hon. 
Hugh McCulloch and his wife and 
daughter, Louise, then a girl of some 
six years, visited an engraving house 
at Cincinnati where Mr. McCulloch 
was securing some engraving for his 
own bank. 
The engravers were at- 


tracted by the face of the little girl, 
and their request to make a portrait 
of her was granted. Later this por- 
trait was used on the bank notes of 
a bank at Oil City, Pa. Mr. McCol- 
loch believes the face on the bill now 
owned by Dr. Williams is identical 
with the picture taken of his sister at 
Cincinnati. 


The other sheet of the collection is 


simple scrip of the 12 and »5 denomi- 
nation. The |2 scrip reads: "On de- 
mand we promise to pay to Richard 
Roe or bearer five dollars in merchan- 
dise, when presented at our store in
